“Tur coming of Peace opens up matters of the most far-reaching 
mportance for Jews. Millions of our coreligionists frad themselves vader 
new Governments. Old wrongs have to be redressed, Grinding economic 


conditions have to be assuaged. The immense burdens and difficulties 


which are the legacy of the War have to be liquidated, and the problems 
which vexed us in past years have tobe reconsidered in the light of the fresh 
and unprecedented circumstances that have arisen. In particular there is 
the problem of the Immigration of Jews into this country and into America. 
So far as this country is concerned, the question takes upon itself an alto- 
gether new aspect now when England is bent upon plans of reconstruction 
It is not reasonable to suppose that 
she will be able in such circumstances to maintain the same freedom of immi- 
gration in regard to which she has hitherto held so proud a record. It will 
not do to imagine that in all the above tasks nothing more need be done 
than to travel upon the former lines. We want the best brains of 
European and American Jewry to think out these tremendous problems in 
a spirit of regard for the new conditions and with a broad realisa- 
tion of what is best for the Jew in the new era that is dawning. 
But 

that method cannot be continued into the new tims without real and serious 
risk to Jew and non-Jew alike. There is statesmanship enough among our 
people, here and abroad. The time has come to enlist it in the common 
service, and plan out the future upon truly statesmaniike lines. Jewry has 


to be prepared with sound and workmanlike policies to be presented to the 


Peace Congress. It cannot expect that gathering, burdened, as it will be, 
with a multitude of questions, to be familiar with the needs of our scattered 
race. - And it cannot hope to evolve a practical policy which will work with 
smoothness in different countries unless it take counsel betimes and 
endeavours to arrive at a common understanding.

The Bible narrative never grows old. 
stale her infinite variety.” It is. written from a point of view which is not for a 
time but for all age. Of Genesis more than of any other book in the Bible may 
it be said that every incident in the ancient story is replete with religious and 
moral instruction for successive generations of mankind. In the words of Esau 
which stand at the head of this discourse there is implied a warning to parents 
and children which no agecan afford to disregard. Esau's secret resolve would 
seem to be the outcome of a depraved disposition. Almost too terrible to con- 
template is the idea of a son looking forward with eager expectation to his 


father's death, counting the days when he will be released from paternal restraint 
and free to compass a vile crime which would brand him for ever with the mark | 
Yet -we misread the character of Esau if we regard him: as |} 


of Cain. 
a monster of depravity, a man utterly dead to all filial and fraternal 
‘sentiment. He appears, on the contrary, to have been deeply attached to his 
blind father, ready always to fulfil bis commands; and anxious to provide 
comforts for his old. age. So far from regarding him as unfilial, the Talmud 
instances him as an example to be followed. It quotes this striking saying of 
KR. Simeon ben Gamaliel :—‘'I think I may claim to have shown greater honour 
to my parents than most sons, but even I was surpassed by Esau in his treatment 
of Isaac.”* Even the hatred of his brother was not a permanent feeling. -For

Indeed, it is difficult to see how there can be a Jewish

no verbal relation to the people whom it now contains or the n ationality - 
that is to be set up within its borders.

the nationality of the people of Palestine Palestinian would be meaning- 
less. It would not be indicative of the majority of the present 
inhabitants, and would certainly convey, so far as Jews are concerned, 
no historic significance. This is a point of no small importance; because 
around it much confusion prevails, and not least that which exists 
between the religious and national connotation of the term Jew.

Hydra-headed rumour had been busy for days prior to the glorious event 

with the false report that Peace had already been signed. But this:was only to 
be expected. Everybody knew that the inevitable was bound to come off; it was 
merely a question of hours. 
. And so, like the rest of the crowd, waiting for “something ” ceriain “to turn 
up,” I took my feet and my hands last Monday morning to that “‘classival ” 
quarter of the Ghetto—the immortal Whitechapel. Hardly had eleven o'clock 
struck, when.the denizens of stifling Black Lion Yard and Yalford Street were 
startied by -the sudden firing:-of maroons. Everyone thought for a moment, 
only just for amoment, that “Der Daatch Gannett * had tried to shock the Gheito 
in the last minute of the war with a final exhibition of his “frightfulness.” — - 7 

But the alarm soon passed off. Immediately afterwards the syrens from the

and that the armistice had been signed.

In the back streets the cheers from the workshops and factories were too 
It was a sight never to be forgotten. Suddenly the voices 
of thousands of children rose on the air from the thickly-clustered elementary 
schools of the Ghetto with the emotional strains of “‘God Save the King.” : 
And then the vast hosts of toilers from the “sweat shops” and the huge 
armies of school children burst the gates of morning silence, and ‘broke into the 
streets. The battle of coloured confetti between the datrk-eyed daughters and 


fair sons of Israel began; it was lively, I tell you, just like a heimische chasanne - 


. The Ghetto’s boys found here a good opportunity for the exercise of their 
childish pranks.. “Chinese crackers,” “caterpillars,” “Roman. candles,” 
“rockets ” were. promptly exploded, and “coloured lights ” flickered up into the 


air, making the drab Ghetto a scene of Eastern enchantment. 


From the windows of many houses the Magen David fluttered in delightful 


unison with the Union Jack. The Hativah was sung by American Jewish 
soldiers and Zionists on the march. : | 


’Bus rides were ‘' free,” and the occupants at the top, while shouting them- 
— hoarse, threw down pennies gayly to the rejoicing crowds of Jewish children 

And as the minutes flew by there was a dancing and a singing, a skipping 
and a tripping, a frisking and a frolicking, a romping and a jumping, a hulloing 
and hooraying, such that our forefathers had never beheld, nor’ will ever be 
witnessed by our kind’s kinderlech in this country or in any other. 

And as the Scout Boys cycled down thé Commercial Road, bearing the — 
notice and blowing the bugles of: the “ All Clear,” the Ghetto heaved asigh of | 
relief, for the ultimate “All Clear” had indeed come, and joy would reign in -

Sik,~As one of the teachers at the Jews’ Free School Sabbath Classes, I am taki ing 
up this matter, in justice to the other teachers and myself, with reference to the paragraph 
that appeared in your issue of October Lith ia ~~ column of “ The Children of the 


‘Ghetto.” 


In the first place, I wish to point out that Fam an uncertificated teacher, but, in spite of 
that, my enthusiasm—and I can speak with the same certainty about the enthusiasm of 
the other teachers—is not ‘merely lukewarm,” as stated in that paragraph. The work of the 
teachers is voluntary, and I fail to see how teachers taking an interest in a voluntary 
institution could be “ merely lukewarm.’ 

If we do not wish to understand the ie ildren and take an interest in them, we would 
not go to these classes to mix with them and teach them, If we were not whole-hearted 
in this direction, we would not go there, but, as our enthusiasm lies in that direction, we 
take pleasure ia going to the classes to tea ch them to the best of our abilities. 

It is true we ‘have no fixed syllabus; but the teacher uses his or her discretion and 


- fixes the syllabus according to the age and understanding of the children, and, judging by 


the numbers of children attending, I do not think the classes prove a failure. 
During the air-raid period the staff laboured under very trying conditions, and 


not only did the Sabbath Classes suffer, but even the day sclfool attendance lessened. 


I have also read Mr. H. G. Meyer's lettef in your issue of October 18th regarding . 
At the time when Mr. Meyer was. Hon. Superintendent, I 
wasa pupil at the Sabbath Classes.. He was near and dear to.us then, and he is stil 
taking an enthusiastic interest in the weltare of the Sabbatiy Cl asses, and we value his 
connection with us more than mere words can express.
